It consists of a row of Victory Trees, set to give an effect of 
diagonal lattice work of living green - exquisitely beautiful when covered with blossoms in springtime 
or richly colored fruit in fall. 


The Victory Fence is ideal for outlining a service yard—screening parts of the garden—along drive- 
ways or walks—to divide the flower from the vegetable garden—against a garage wall or fence, and 
many other uses. 


Trees in the Victory Fence pattern are planted two feet apart in order to obtain the desired effect. 
At least 5 Victory Fruit Trees are required to complete the lattice design. This pattern may be extended 
by adding additional trees. Any garden with a space of 12 feet or more in width affords room for 
a Wictory Fence. Friends will marvel at this union of the beautiful, the practical in gardening, and your 
patriotism in helping to strengthen morale. 


SUMMER HOUSE—This arbor is 10 feet 3 inches in diameter, set up with seven Espalier Fruit 
Trees of the Four Armed Palmette Verrier Shape. To obtain immediate effect, the tallest specimen trees 
are used, priced at $20.00 each in our catalogue. But, if you prefer to watch the trees gradually making 
new growth, the smaller size Four Armed Palmette Verrier Espalier trees may be used.
